The silver dollars will be sent 
to Ilong Kone to buy foreign exchange. The gold was turned over to the Ta 
Usi Yang CA K a i) Bank to use for speculation on the Macao marlet. 


3. On 19, 20, 22 and 25 September, lO American trucks in groups’ of 10 cach 
arrived at the Sth Wharf, Macao, from Tong Kong. The trucks,which were 
sont to Canton by way of Chungshan immediately won arrival, had been 
bought by’ the Chinese Commumist-snonsored Nong Kong Drug Store, liacao, 
at IK 211,000 ver truck in Hone Kong.
